S. 782, a bill known as the “government employee's Bill of Rights," 
passed the Senate on May 19, and is now before the House Post Office 
ané Civil. Service, Committee. The next step will be a House vote.on 


the bill. 
WHAT IT IS 


S. 782 is one of the most important pieces of iegislation, from 4 
homesexual point of view, to come before Congress in recent years. 
Among other things, the bill would make it unlawful for “any officer 
of any executive department or executive agency” of the Federal gov~ 
ernment, or “any commissioned officer....or member of the Armed Forces" 


acting in an official capacity, to question any government employee or 


prospective employee “concerning his attitude or conduct with respect 
to sexual matters.* it would also forbid the use of psychological 
tests of lie-cdetector tests desighned to elicit such information. 

Other provisions of the bill make it unlawful for any government 
agency to elicit information about the "race, religion or national 
origin" of an employee or job seeker, to force attencance at meetings 
or lectures, to force employees to make political contributions, or 
otherwise attempt to interfere with their rights as private citizens. 

Under the proposed law, a specific charge of sexual misconduct can 
still be made sgainst an employee or prospective emplyee, but he must 
te afforded an opportunity to refuts the charge. 

Another provision of the bill would set up a Board on Employees' 
Rights, wnoich would investigate complaints against government and 
Armed Forces personnel accused of violating the rights of employees 
anc prospective employees. Where violations cccur, the Board can 
impose sanctions upon the offending parties and, when it finds a pattern 
of violations of rights, is smpowered to take steps to curd the 
offensive practices. 


IMPLICATIONS FOR HOMOSEXUALS 

For Homosexuals whe work for the government, or who want to, the 
implications of this bili are great. Should S. 782 become law, it 
could well be the first stsp toward eliminating much of the existing 
employment discrimination against gay people. 
WHAT TO DO 

The bill has the support, and opposition, of legislators of every 
ideological stripe. It was written by Sen. Sam J. Ervin, a conservative . 
who is a staunch protector of individual rights. The strongly "liberal" | 
Leonerad Fardstein and William Fitz Ryan are fighting for its passage | 
in the House. 


We strongly urges you to WRITE, CALL or WIRE your Congressman and 
ask him to vote for S. 782. Please ask your friends to do the same. 
While the bill did pass the Senate, House passage is expected to be 
more difficult. The Administration opposes the bill and is expected 
to use pressure to block its passage.
